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The Tree of Life 

The roots of the tree of life symbol reach back to the stone 
age. The Bible uses the tree as a figure of speech, com¬ 
paring it to the human heart with arms lifted in prayer, 
flowing with the sap of wisdom, and fruitful in good deeds. 
The wisdom of God "is a true tree of life to those who lay 
hold of her." (Proverbs 3:18). The seven-branched candle- 
holder of the Temple was a stylized almond tree with curv¬ 
ing branches. Biblical tradition thus shows the tree of life 
as a "tree of lights". 

The brightly lighted pine tree reached the United States 
through its German immigrants. Today it is a fully natural¬ 
ized custom that combines yule tree and tree of lights at 
Christmas time.

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THE DOOR SIGN 

The door sign is a distinctive signal, marking the entrance of the house 
and reminding the family, in their daily comings and goings to consecrate 
all new undertakings to Christ, the gateway to the Father. 

Door signs take many forms, from a simple cross sketched in chalk on the 
doorframe, to the traditional case enclosing a scroll inscribed with the 
great commandment. The door knocker (see p. 24) can be a Christian 
door sign, and the water font at the entrance recalling Jesus' baptism in 
the Jordan, is also a door sign of "newness of life" for those reborn in 
baptism.
